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District council defers £640,000

In a meeting held behind closed doors last Thursday, 
SSDC District Executive resolved to defer a grant of 
£640,000 towards the Connecting Devon Somerset

(CDS) Superfast Extension Programme pending “a 
satisfactory and detailed assessment from which it is 
clear that it [the project] is favourable and beneficial 
to businesses in South Somerset”. 


It has also requested “a satisfactory partnering 
agreement and governance arrangement to ensure that 
SSDC is fully engaged and involved in the delivery 
of superfast broadband”, and “evidence that a satis¬ 
factory return can be guaranteed from the invest¬ 
ment”. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of SSDC said: “Our 
offer is on the table and it is a firm offer because we 
recognise the importance 
of the programme to our 
businesses and residents. 

“However, until we re¬ 
ceive the details required 
it would be inappropriate 
for this council to pro¬ 
ceed. 

“We must ensure that 
there is a clear demon¬ 
stration of value for 
money for the residents 
of South Somerset.” 

The meeting was held 
behind closed doors be¬ 
cause it involved com¬ 
mercially sensitive 
information, but after¬ 
wards SSDC issued a 
statement saying: “The 
current programme is 
being delivered as a joint 
partnership of the follow¬ 
ing organisations that op¬ 
erate through a 
collaboration agreement 
across the partner organ¬ 


isation: Somerset and Devon County Councils, Tor- 
bay Council, Bath and North East Somerset and 
North Somerset Council. 

“Somerset County Council is the accountable 
body.” 

The superfast broadband programme takes advan¬ 
tage of various UK and European funding streams, 
and involves a number of organisations and agencies, 
including the government-funded Broadband Deliv¬ 
ery UK (BDUK). 

By the end of 2015,90 per cent of premises in South 
Somerset will be able to gain access to superfast 
broadband as a result of the initial superfast broad¬ 
band programme. CDS, the programme organisers, 
aims to increase the availability of superfast broad¬ 
band to 95 per cent of South Somerset premises under 
the Superfast Extension Programme. 

SSDC agreed an in-principle commitment in June 
last year to commit £640,000 but has since struggled 
to get what it deems to be “crucial information”. For 
example, there has been concern that business prem¬ 
ises are not specifically targeted for connection. 

SSDC has asked for the postcode breakdown of 
premises expected to be connected, but was told it 
could not share the information, if received, because 
of commercial confidentialities. 

District Executive members have also been told by 
officers that “it is not possible to get competitive like- 
for-like quotes in the prevailing circumstances”. The 
impact on the programme as a whole by SSDC;s de¬ 
ferral is unclear. 

Somerset County Council had not replied to a re¬ 
quest for comment at the time of going to press.

AXMINSTER 

Plans for new £2m 
college arts centre 


THE expansion of Axe Valley Community 
College will take another step forward if plans 
for a £2 million arts centre are approved. 

Devon County Council, which is funding the 
project through the Capital Maintenance 
Programme, has applied for planning permis¬ 
sion. 

If successful, construction is estimated to 
start in spring 2016 - with completion in 
September 2016. 

The design comprises six state-of-the-art 
teaching rooms, which include two drama 
studios, two art studios, a digital art studio and 
a general-purpose classroom. 

The new arts centre would replace a cluster 
of temporary classrooms, located on the west 
side of the campus parallel to Lyme Road. 

An additional £500,000 has also been 
awarded to the college to improve the science 
and music blocks. 

These improvements will include new 
roofing, windows, heating and flooring. 

Headteacher Martin Smith commented: 
“This is an outstanding opportunity for the 
college. The new arts centre will provide in¬ 
spiring facilities that allow the art and drama 
departments to expand the range of opportu¬ 
nities available to students. 

“The arts at Axe Valley play a key role in our 
curriculum, with students studying both 
subjects from Year Seven. 

“These specialised facilities give learners the 
best opportunities to develop their creative 
skills, and provide students studying GCSE 
and A-level access to more technically ad¬ 
vanced resources.”

THE resignation of former Seaton Mayor 
Gaynor Sedgwick from Seaton Town Council, 
with immediate effect, came as a surprise.

But she weathered the storm and whilst 
there was definitely a section of the Seaton 
community who wanted her ousted, I believe 
she performed her mayoral duties with great 
dignity and huge enthusiasm, never failing to 
promote the town and extol its virtues. 

The role of town mayor is not an easy one. I 
know, I’ve been there in my home town. Over¬ 
all, I think Gaynor did a good job and Tony 
knows he has big shoes to fill.

COUNCIL chiefs are considering changes to 
rubbish collection services that could leave 
residents waiting three weeks for their bins to 
be picked up. 

A new scheme designed to boost recycling 
rates will be trialled in parts of East Devon this 
autumn and could be rolled out to Honiton in 
the future. 

The short-term service, for around 1,800 
households in Feniton and Exmouth, will see 
cardboard and mixed plastics picked up from 
the doorstep on a weekly basis. 

But as part of the scheme, residents' wheelie 
bins will be collected every three weeks, in¬ 
stead of fortnightly. Weekly food waste collec¬ 
tions will continue as normal.

years.

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Spate in ‘cold hearted’ rustling crimes 
across area launches police enquiries 


POLICE are investigating a series of rustling crimes 
across South Somerset, which has led to nearly 500 
animals being stolen within six weeks and the possi¬ 
bility of their meat entering the market illegally. 

Rustlers have been targeting lambs and their mothers 
in a spike in cases shortly before farmers would prob¬ 
ably have been sending the lambs to market or slaugh¬ 
ter. 

Among the catalogue of crimes are incidents in 
Langport, Yeovil, South Petherton, Stoke-sub-Ham- 
don and Ilchester. 

At least 480 lambs, ewes and rams were stolen be¬ 
tween May 12th and June 18th, costing some farmers 
£10,000 or even more in a single raid. 

The thefts could have been carried out “to order”, or 
the animals are being given new identities and then 
sold or sent to slaughter by the thieves. 

Last week near Langport, 150 ewes and lambs were 
loaded into a waiting trailer after the flock had been 
moved into another field in the middle of the night. 
The estimated value is about £30,000. 

Livestock trucks and trailers have also been stolen 
in separate raids. 

In the most recent related incident on Tuesday, June 
23rd, two men were disturbed while trying to steal a 
trailer from a farm near Yeovil. 

Two cows have also been stolen from a shed, and, 
as yet, none of the animals stolen in this series have 
been recovered. 

Sergent Stuart Williams,of the Rural Crime Team 
said: “Anyone involved in this crime, whether they 
are buying animals they know are stolen or their meat, 
is helping destroy honest businesses and lining the 
pockets of criminals. 

“All the thefts are being investigated, and our units 
are stopping and checking vehicles capable of carry¬ 
ing livestock day and night to check tags and paper¬ 
work.” 

As well as the roadside checks, we’ve been sharing 
information with the farming community through our 
2,860-member Farm Watch, as well as with counter¬ 
parts in neighbouring forces, abattoirs and markets 
across the country to try finding the stolen sheep. 

“There is a possibility that the sheep are being re¬ 
tagged and sold or slaughtered seemingly legitimately 
without raising any alarm. Many lambs have been un¬ 
tagged when stolen because regulations do not de¬ 
mand they are until reaching a certain age or are 
leaving the farm.” 


Supt Geoff Wessel, the force’s lead officer for rural 
crime, added: “This isn’t a new crime trend we’re ex¬ 
periencing, there are reports of rustling throughout the 
year, but this is an unusual level of activity. 

“No one should be in any doubt as to the seriousness 
of rustling in relation to the impact it has on farming, 
and the involvement of organised crime groups. 

“Whoever is doing this is determined and well or¬ 
ganised with a good knowledge of animal handling as 
well as the means to store or dispose of the animals 
they’ve stolen without anyone noticing, or giving 
them new identities and passing them off as their 
own.” 

Also stolen in this series have been 21 pedigree rams 
worth £10,000, but with a value far greater than that 
when taking into account their breeding potential. 

A victim who asked not to be identified said: “It’s 
sickening what these mindless thieves do. The sheep 
have probably suffered in transit and not been killed 
humanly either. 

“Farming is not an easy job; for us it is seven days a 
week, and during the lambing season we can work up 
to 20 hours a day to make sure we save the lives of 
new-bom lambs. To see all that cruelly taken from you 
makes you feel like giving it all up. 

“We now have to drive round every day, with our 
hearts in our mouths, wondering what has been stolen 
overnight. All we are trying to do is an honest day’s 
work to put food on the plates of the British public, so 
why should we have to live in fear of these cruel, cold- 
hearted people.” 

Sergent Williams added: “We have been encourag¬ 
ing our farmers to take all the security measures they 
reasonably can, so while the thieves remain at large I 
ask anyone with information to call the Rural Crime 
Team on 101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111, and 
to report any suspicious activity immediately.

New equipment to cut hospital waiting times 


PATIENTS at Yeovil Hospital are set to benefit 
from reduced waiting times for a CT scan - 
thanks to a successful fundraising campaign 
for a second scanner. 

The state-of-the-art machine is now in place, 
thanks to a fundraising campaign to raise the 
initial funds needed for a second scanner for 
the hospital’s radiology department. 

Until recently, patients had to wait for a scan 
if the existing scanner was in use, or being 
serviced. 

The new scanner is being opened at an official 
ceremony on Wednesday, July 1st by ex-BBC 
chief news correspondent Kate Adie. 

According to medical director Tim Scull, the 
scanner is set to make a huge difference to pa¬ 
tients: “We did 10,000 CT scans last year alone 
and our existing CT scanner is in constant use 
by stroke, cancer and trauma patients in par¬ 
ticular. We wanted to make sure that patients 
had the least possible wait for a scan in what 
can often be a stressful time, and to make sure 
that there is always a scanner available for pa¬ 
tients who need it." 

Dr Katalin Fernando, consultant in the emer¬ 
gency department, agrees: “For time-critical 
emergencies like major trauma and stroke 
thrombolysis, immediate availability of a CT 
scanner is essential. A second one will min¬ 
imise any disruption and delay, meaning that 
we can make quicker decisions and start 


treatment earlier." 

The hospital has received considerable public 
support for the fundraising campaign. 

“Our patients and the wider community have 
been extremely generous and raised the initial 
£150,000 we needed in just six months," said 
Dr Scull. 

“However, the true cost to the hospital is 
much higher than that, and we would like to 
buy certain add-ons to the scanner if we can 
raise enough money so fundraising efforts 
continue. 

“We’d particularly like to thank the Friends 
of Yeovil Hospital, Friends of South Petherton 
Hospital and the Kay Kendall Leukaemia Fund, 
without whose help our appeal would have 
taken a lot longer. We are truly grateful."

Gardening club experimenting ahead of village show

PRESIDENT-elect of the Rotary Club of llminster,

Carolyn has been working at the county council 
for 20 years in a variety of roles, and it is their 
shared passion for children looked after that 
prompted Linda, who is also a county councillor, 
to invite Carolyn along to demonstrate to the Ro- 
tarians how the range of situations that occur in a 
child’s life can influence their later progress posi¬ 
tively or negatively. 

Rather than giving a lecture, Carolyn asked mem¬ 
bers to play a education training and employment 
capability game, which through a series of scenar¬ 
ios allowed the players to move up the board to 
win, gaining “cultural capital” cards along the way. 

In summing up the session Carolyn said: “In all 
my years of involvement with these children, 
Linda is the only county councillor to really roll 
up her sleeves and become actively involved. She 
has been a tremendous support in our work with 
the Somerset In Care and Leaving Care Councils, 
and the children adore her. It is her own experi¬ 
ences that enable Linda to really relate to them and 
understand what is happening in their lives.” 

As a result of Carolyn’s, visit the Rotary Club of 
llminster is now looking at ways in which it can 
become involved in supporting these youngsters to 
help them to gain access to the educational oppor¬ 
tunities and skills that will help to positively influ¬ 
ence their futures. 

As she takes on the role of club president, Linda 
said she is keen to focus on how Rotary can have 
a positive impact locally on the lives of young peo¬ 
ple, something she has always been passionate 


about. She also recently invited Somerset County 
Council service manager and head of youth devel¬ 
opment, Jeff Brown, to speak to the club about the 
valuable work the county council carries out as op¬ 
erators of the Duke of Edinburgh scheme. 

The scheme will have been in place for 60 years 
in 2016 and, after putting everyone through their 
paces with a tough quiz, Jeff outlined the important 
character building qualities that young people aged 
between 14 and 24 can gain by participating. 

At each of the three levels - bronze, silver and 
gold - youngsters are challenged to gain new ex¬ 
pertise in four key areas - volunteering, expedition 
planning, physical activities and skills. 

Last year, 2,100 young people across the county 
took part in the programme, of which 46 per cent 
successfully completed, which is slightly higher 
than the national average. 

In thanking Jeff for his talk, Linda said: “As a 
club we are really keen to make a long term com¬ 
mitment to the young people in the area and I am 
very much hoping that in the coming months a 
number of us will put ourselves forward to become 
leaders to support children in care in gaining these 
valuable life skills that can make such a difference 
to their future. 

“This afternoon I also attended the new home¬ 
work club, held in the town’s Minster rooms on a 
Wednesday afternoon, where local volunteers are 
helping pupils from Swanmead and Greenfylde 
schools to do their homework. 

“I certainly found it challenging, and was also 
impressed by the enormous amount of tea and toast 
they consumed, the cost of which I am hoping to 
be able to fund. At less than £5 a week it is not 
much to ask.”

THIRTY children from across Crewkerne and 
llminster Schools Partnership met at Wadham 
School on Thursday, June 25th to be part of a 
maths filming day.

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County council invests 
in jobs for young people 

SOMERSET County Council has committed an ad¬ 
ditional £100,000 to fund its innovative Pathway 
to Employment scheme for 2015-16. 

TTie programme launched in 2013 to help vulner¬ 
able young people gain valuable work based train¬ 
ing and experience and set them on the path to 
permanent employment. 

Since then, 46 young people have been sup¬ 
ported into a variety of roles across the council as 
apprentices, interns or graduate trainees. These 
young people may have previously been in care, 
have a disability or learning difficulties and might 
have found it difficult to find employment without 
the scheme. 

TTianks to the programme, young people in the 
county have gained new skills in children's cen¬ 
tres, nurseries, schools, in transport and IT serv¬ 
ices, and even the County Hall canteen. Many of 
the original apprentices have gone on to secure 
permanent roles within the council. 

Last year the council also funded “Project 
Search" in partnership with Musgrove Park Hos¬ 
pital and Somerset College. This project will help 
support up to 16 more 17-year-olds with a learn¬ 
ing disability into employment for a year. 

TTie county council's spokesman for human re¬ 
sources, health and transformation, Councillor 
Anna Groskop, said: “TTie Pathway to Employment 
Scheme has been a great success since its launch 
and we really want to continue to build on that 
success. With the additional budget now ap¬ 
proved, we will soon have supported up to 75 
young people from a variety of backgrounds. 

“Many of our vulnerable young people might 
find other routes into employment difficult so it is 
incredibly rewarding to see those we have sup¬ 
ported building a career out of their experiences 
and the training they have received through this 
scheme."

Yeovilton celebrates 75th anniversary 


HMS HERON - also known as 
Royal Naval Air Station Yeovilton - 
has been celebrating the 75th an¬ 
niversary of when it was officially 
commissioned. 

The site at Yeovilton was initially 
identified by Harald Penrose, 
Westland’s chief test pilot who 
saw it as a prime candidate for a 
new factory in 1938. 
AgustaWestland celebrates 100 
years of aircraft manufacture this 
year, which began with a contract 
to build Short seaplanes for the 
Royal Naval Air Service and the 
company has had very close links 
with Yeovilton ever since it was 
built. 

Unfortunately for Westland, the 
Church Commissioners refused to 
sell to them the land and when 
war with Germany became in¬ 
evitable it was compulsorily pur¬ 
chased and building of the first 
custom built naval air station since 


the end of the First World War 
began. 

One of the attractions of Yeovilton 
was that it was well away from the 
south east of England and less 
likely to be subjected to bombing 
by the Luftwaffe. 

When RNAS Ford near Chichester 
was severely bombed in May 1940, 
No.l Observer’s School took up 
temporary residence before the 
station was officially commis¬ 
sioned as HMS Heron on June 18th, 
1940, under Captain H.S. Murray 
Smith. 

This year's RNAS Yeovilton Inter¬ 
national Air Day on July 11th will 
carry Yeovilton 75 as its theme 
and will demonstrate the out¬ 
standing capability past and pres¬ 
ent of the Royal Navy alongside 
the Army, Royal Air Force and In¬ 
ternational Air Forces, an action 
packed Air Day not to be missed.

Amateur, self-appointed members of parochial 
planning committees should not be involved when 
it comes to dealing with national building compa¬ 
nies. It is the usual ploy of gaining permission on 
a piece of their land-bank and then manipulating 
planning until they get what they want. 

Crewkerne will become more of a dormitory 
town than it already is and we know from all the 
surveys and reports that the traffic system will not 
cope with the original plans, let alone another 175 
houses. The junction of South Street and Market 
Street will be nightmare - not scaremongering but 
fact already known and ignored by all concerned. 

The Area West Committee report says there are 


no “outstanding highways... objections”. Well, yes 
there are, and they were known and voiced from 
the outset and still stand as unresolved. 

The people of Crewkerne said no to the CLR site 
but were ignored by a few self-appointed council¬ 
lors of the Area West Committee, most of whom 
didn’t even represent the town. Well, now it is time 
to listen. If we have to have the CLR then the orig¬ 
inal plan that was approved should stand and if it 
is not viable (which they probably knew from the 
outset) it is a business risk they took and it failed. 

Former MP David Laws told me he could not be¬ 
come involved in local planning issues; what is the 
view of our new MP? Do the local people get a 
say or not?

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Deaths on the road increase by 4 per cent in 2014 


THE Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents (RoSPA) says more 
needs to be done to protect vulnerable road users after new figures re¬ 
vealed a rise in the number of deaths on Britain’s roads. 

The statistics released today by the Department for Transport show an 
increase in the number of people killed or seriously injured, in particular 
pedestrians, cyclists and motorcyclists, last year (2014) compared to 
2013. 

RoSPA is concerned as the figures show a four per cent 
rise in deaths to 1,775. Of particular worry is the number 
of vulnerable road users being killed or injured. Three- 
quarters of the increase in deaths were pedestrian casu¬ 
alties, meaning that last year one in four people killed 
on the road were pedestrians. There were also 16,727 
child casualties in 2014 - up 6.2 per cent on the previous 
year. 

Cyclists also still account for a disproportionately high 
number of casualties, with 113 killed in 2014. Worry- 
ingly, there was a huge rise in the number of cyclists 
being seriously injured, from 3,143 to a total of 3,401. 

This number has been increasing almost every year since 
2004. 

Motorcyclist deaths rose by 2 per cent from 331 in 
2013 to 339 in 2014, and there was an increase of more 
than 400 who were seriously injured, taking the number 
to 5,628 in 2014, a rise of 9 per cent. Overall motorcy¬ 
clist casualties increased from 18,752 to 20,366, an in¬ 
crease of 9 per cent. 

There were almost 200,000 casualties last year on 
Britain’s roads - the first overall increase since 1997. 

Traffic levels also rose by 2.4 per cent in 2014, which 
may account partly for the increase in deaths and injuries 
on our roads. 

Kevin Clinton, head of road safety at RoSPA, said: “As 
our economy improves, we can expect traffic levels to 
continue to increase, so we must do everything we can 


to make sure this does not lead to even more increases in road crashes 
and casualties. 

“The reductions in road death and injury in recent years will not auto¬ 
matically be sustained, without a continued focus on road safety. We 
must remain focussed on making our roads safer for everyone, and es¬ 
pecially for people travelling on foot and by two wheels.
